BORO CIVIC BODY 
VOTES TO DISBAND 



Others Now Doing Well Du- 
ties for Which It Was 
Formed, Is Decision. 



EDITOR BUYS OUR TOWN 



"Other organizations are well per- 
forming the duties which the Nar- 
berth Civic Association was formed 
to take care of 12 years ago. It 
seems now that a motion to close 
our affairs is in order." 

Thus did President Ralph S. 
Dunne open a discussion which end- 
ed Tuesday night with a unanimous 
motion to close out an organization 
which had played a big part in Nar- 
berth's history. 

But before the subject of going 
out of existence came up two mat- 
ters, begun by the association in the 
days of its infancy, were turned 
over to other hands. 

When the association was first 
formed, and when Narberth was a 
partly-built up community, still with 
many large open areas, a swampy, 
mosquito-infested section just north 
■of Windsor avenue, west of Conway 
drew the attention of residents 
working for town improvement. 
A plan for the reclamation of 
this ground and the establishment 
of a fine residential park was 
formed. A subcommittee of the 
Civic Association took up the work 
and arranged to finance the im- 
provements. 

Now every lot is sold, most have 
been built upon, and Narbrook Park- 
stands as the Civic Associations 
.greatest achievement. Tuesday 
night the trustees forming the park 
committee asked to be dismissed. 
A motion was passed authorizing 
the trustees to deed over the cen- 
tral spot of land to the Narbrook 
Park Improvement Association for 
$1, thus transferring final control 
of the entire tract to that organi- 
zation of property owners. A $40 
"balance in the committee's hands 
was turned into the general Civic 
Association funds. 

The trustees and the Narbrook 
Park committee were then dis- 
missed. 

The second activity brought to a 
close was the publication by the 
Civic Association of Our Town

This battle today assumes un- 
usual interest in that for the first 
time in years Radnor will have a 
chance to make things interesting 
for Lower Merion. Radnor will 
go into the game a distinct favor- 
ite because of its superior record, 
experience and weight. 

Eight games has Radnor played 
and eight games has it won. But 
clean slates up to the annual tussle 
are not uncommon with either Low 
er Merion or its ancient rival. This 
year, however, the Wayne eleven's 
undefeated record holds special sig- 
nificance for numbered among Rad- 
nor's victims are two elevens that 
conquered Lower Merion. 

Lower Merion was whitewashed 
by Cheltenham High, 20-0, and later 
still in the season it succumbed to 
Lansdowne, a comparatively weak 
team, by a 16-7 count. Both of 
these elevens were polished off by 
Coach Jules Prevost's Radnor host, 
Cheltenham by 12-6 score and 
Lansdowne by 20-0 tally.

Lee, the Radnor back, weighing 179 
pounds, will be the heaviest man on 
the field, closely followed by Abrom- 
son, Lower Merion tackle, carrying

The Main Line is to have another 
banking institution. Rumors to this 
effect which have been current for 
some time were verified last week. 

The new bank will be known as 
the Main Line Title Insurance and 
Trust Company and will be locat- 
ed at Montgomery pike and An- 
derson avenue, Ardmore. If the 
application for a charter, which 
was made to the Comptroller of 
Currency in Washington last 
week, is approved, the new trust 
company will be organiezd with a 
capital of $200,000 and a surplus of 
$100,000. 

The new institution is backed 
by a number of men financially 
prominent who reside along the 
Main Line from Narberth to 
Wayne. Among those who are 
interested are Charles Goodman, a 
partner of the bond house of Fraz- 
ier and Company, Edward Ham- 
mersley, widely-known corpora- 
tion attorney, William C. Alex- 
ander, Jr., and Daniel Spencer Ed- 
munds, members of the legal firm 
of Porter, Foulkrod & McCul- 
lough; W. Bartram Calkins, 
James K. Stone, William M. An- 
derson, F. Von A. Cabeen, Jr., of 
Haver ford and Carl B. Metzger, of 
Narberth. 

Mr. Metzger is a former burgess 
pf Narberth and is president of the 
Narberth National Bank. Mr. Ca- 
been is a former director of the 
Narberth and Bala-Cynwyd Na- 
tional Banks, with both of which 
he was prominently identified 
when they were organized. 

Arrangements have already 
been completed to underwrite the 
sale of the stock. This does not 
mean that all the stock will be 
held by a close corporation or a 
small clique. Subscriptions will be 
sold to "outsiders" who may be- 
come interested in the project. 

No officers, temporary or other- 
wise have yet been chosen nor 
will action on this be taken until 
approval of charter application is 
received from Washington. 

The new bank will build its own 
home at the Anderson and Mont- 
gomery avenues' site. It plans a 
two-story structure of Indiana lime- 
stone. Work will start as soon as 
the charter is granted. 

The Main Line Title Insurance 
and Trust Company w.ill be the 
sixth bank for the Lower Merion 
township and the eighth on the 
Main Line from Overbrook to 
Wayne. Present institutions now 
doing business in this section are 
the Merion Title and Trust Com- 
pany, with offices in Ardmore, 
Narberth and Cynwyd; the Ard- 
more National Bank, The Nar- 
berth National Bank. The Bala- 
Cynwyd National, the Bryn 
Mawr National, The Bryn Mawr 
Trust Company, The Wayne Na- 
tional and the Wayne Title and 
Trust Company. 

In connection with the forma- 
tion of the new trust company it 
is pointed out that Ardmore has 
more trust company deposits per 
capita thany any other town under 
lOO.OOQ population in the State. 



Street loafing, rowdyism, petty 
thievery, drunkenness, gambling. 
These little problems of undesir- 
able activities among Narberth's 
youth will be met by a street- 
cleaning move on the part of the 
police. 

This was divulged Wednesday 
morning when five members of 
one of the borough's "gangs" 
stood before Magistrate Fred 
Walzer in Ardmore. The particu- 
lar offense for which they were 
arraigned was not as serious as 
some which have come to the at- 
tention of the police, but the ire 
of Squire Walzer and Police Chief 
Smith was aroused. 

The hearing took the form of a 
strong lecture by the authorities 
on the whole problem of general 
bad conduct. After condemning 
loafing in general, the magistrate 
listened to a partial defense by the 
boys and their relatives. A plea 
was made for police control of all- 
night parking on street corners by 
a score of boys ranging in age 
from 15 to 21. 

The police agreed to arrest on 
suspicion any members of the sus- 
pected gangs found on the streets 
after 10 P. M. unless they can 
give a good account of their ac- 
tivities. By a strict enforcement 
of the rule, and with the expected 
co-operation of some of the fam- 
ilies, further trips to Ardmore may 
be averted. 

A milk bottle was the cause ot 
the present arrests — an empty 
milk bottle. This, hurled violently 
through the bedroom window of 
Nicholas Finamore, at Woodbine 
and Ionaavenues, Narberth, Tues- 
day at midnight, was the culmina- 
tion of a scries of disturbances and 
annoyances to which the borough- 
ites have been subjected for 
years. 

Thefts, street corner rowdyism, 
drunkenness, disorderliness, ma- 
licious destruction and defacement 
of property and use of foul lan- 
guage in public, have for some time 
been attributed to a score of Nar- 
berth youths congregating in 
gangs. 

It was one of these gangs that 
conceived the heroic notion of 
heaving an empty milk bottle 
through a bedroom window. The 
fact that witnesses declared that 
the boys were under the powerful 
influence of strong potions leads 
to a query as why minors find 
liquor so easy to obtain in Nar- 
berth. 

The heroes of the incident were 
George Stalker, Edward Camp- 
bell, Nicholas Kerrigan, George 
Humphries and Frank Mariani. 

The boys were not dismissed 
until they had been fined, repri- 
manded by Superintendent Smith 
and Squire Walzer, and warned 
that they will be sent up to Nor- 
ristown the next time they are ap- 



prehended.

TWO VALUABLE SMALL TREES 

Persimmon and dogwood, so 
necessary for shuttles in the text- 
ile industry of the world, are 
valuable and are becoming in- 
creasingly more difficult to obtain, 
says the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. As yet no 
satisfactory substitutes for these 
two woods, either native or for- 
eign, have been found. 

Many owners of dogwood tim- 
ber, because of its small size, have 
not realized its value and have 
either not made efforts to market 
it or have allowed the dogwood 
and persimmon to be injured 
when the larger timber associated 
with it was removed. 



STANDARD ROAD 

Eighteen feet has come to be 
the minium standard width for 
main highways, and except for 
roads in the vicinity of large cities 
and a few heavily-traveled roads 
between certain cities, this width 
will be ample for several years to 
come. 
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HERE AND HEREABOUTS 

The parallel parking regulations 
soon fell under the combined pro- 
test of the local merchants, and it is 
said that the success of their first 
assembly is likely to result in a per- 
manent association of the Narberth 
tradesmen. This is altogether as it 
should be. Not only because of the 
direct benefits to the members, but 
also because of the additional serv- 
ice which could be derived by the 
community at large as the result of 
a properly inspired and directed 
business organization. It will not 
be unkind to say that our main 
street is very obviously in need of 
a brand-new viewpoint, and as the 
influence of the chain store becomes 
more potent, affecting all lines as 
well as the grocers and druggists 
immediately concerned, it would 
seem to behoove our storekeepers to 
get a move on them and save us 
at the same time as they are saving 
themselves. 

The keynote of the new plan 
should be nothing else than better 
service at a lower cost, with an in- 
creased volume producing greater 
net returns to the store owners, and 
this should be easy enough of 
achievement if the proper initiative 
were applied and if men sing their 
personal rivalries and differences 
for the sake of the common cause. 
The borough tradesmen already 
have the benefit of a well-developed 
public opinion in their behalf, as this 
business of an American-in-chains 
is no part of our original national 
scheme, and its further growth will 
only take place at a fearful cost to 
the individual opportunity and en- 
terprise, which this country is sup- 
posed to afford to its citizens. The 
spectacle, revealed by the last cen- 
sus, of 69 per cent, of the total 
business of these United States be- 
ing done by 7 per cent, of the fac- 
tors engaged in it ought to give us 
pause, as each and every bailiwick 
in this great land certainly has some 
accountability in a matter so preg- 
nant of disaster, and it is not at all 
going far afield when it is said that 
the struggle against the spread of 
monopoly should have its roots, in 
the primary American motives of 
independence and liberty. 

There is no space here for a dis- 
sertation on merchandising princi- 
ples, but it can be set forth as a flat 
fact that the individual merchants, 
the entrepreneurs, organized in be- 
half of their customers as well as 
for themselves, can lick the chains 
to a standstill, and here's hoping 
they will start to do that very thing. 
In the process the community shall 
expect, among other things, more 
attractive stores, more alert service 
than is the case now, window-dress- 
ing that shall be a great deal differ- 
ent from the night-mare effects 
fvhich presently obtain, and, particu- 
larly, a constant pressure to reduce 
and reduce prices by reason of the 
economies which should be the re- 
sult of combined buying, advertis- 
ing and delivery, together with the 
more intelligent and effective proce- 
dure which lie within the possibili- 
ties of the proposed association. It 
has been done elsewhere and can 
be done here, without a doubt, and 
don't forget that a sterile efficiency 
has turned out to be. in many cases, 
nothing more than a stuffed shirt, 
easy for the onslaught of men who 

know what they are about. 
* * * 

The importance of this necessity 
of always knowing what you are 
about might be stressed by refer- 
ence to the notable success which 
has accompanied the endeavors of 
a man who has been in Narberth 
only a comparatively short time, and 
who has been of "distinctive service 
in furthering all good features of 



jas the exemplar of all the virtues, 
.moral and material, and there is no 
purpose to make him such, even if 
the facts appear to warrant it. 
Nevertheless what he has done 
against great odds, starting practi- 
cally from scratch, throws light on 
what might be done in other in- 
volved and difficult situations, and 
that can be the only excuse for 
bringing him out for a few minutes 
in the open. 

Right from the start Dunne pro- 
ceeded to get business on the score 
that he ought to get it, and he left 
nothing undone to deserve it. One 
of the first things he did was to 
make over the old coal office, con- 
verting a barracks into splendidly 
appointed quarters, a new building 
Characterized by excellent design 
and rare taste. He replaced the long, 
unsightly fence along Narberth ave- 
nue with a sturdy brick wall, spend- 
ing many extra dollars to accom- 
plish ornamental effects, and thus 
achieved a totally different and much 
improved aspect to one of the main 
entrances to the borough. In doing 
ihese things, of course, he was ren- 
dering real and appreciated service 
to the community as well as provid- 
ing better facilities for himself, and 
in all his procedure ever since it 
has been plain that he has given 
ample and proper attention to the 
public interest, with the result that 
instead of being regarded as a mere 
dealer in coal, the town accepts him 
as its intelligence bureau in every- 
thing pertaining to its fuel supply, 
and patronage constantly flows in at 
a generous and ever-increasing rate. 
As it stands now, the deliveries from 
the Narberth Coal Company repre- 
sent many times the tonnage of five 
years ago, despite the installation of 
numerous oil and gas burning de- 
vices, and within the last few 
months Dunne has felt it advisable 
to cut out a building material de- 
partment, on which he was doing 
upwards of $100,000 annually, in 
order to accommodate the demands 
of his growing coal business. Part 
of the truth of the matter might be. 
however, that our friend found the 
"philosophy" of the building ma 
terial line at wide variance with the 
fundamentals of retailing which 
govern him in supplying coal to con- 
sumers in Narberth and its vicinity, 
as he would not appear to have any

Innocent Man Saved by Quash 

New Developments Show 



"How does it feel to have two 
men to confess to a murder for 
which you have been arrested, 
placed on trial for your own life, 
and acquitted?" asked the Norris- 
town Register in a recent article. 
-I hat is a question which few 
persons can answer, but which 
Lattunore McCroury, John Burk- 
holder and Robert Stewart, all 
residents of the vicinity of Ard- 
m ° re ' ? r re ,fo a position to speak 
about, if they care to. 

For in November, 1924, these 
three men were tried for their 
lives in the Montgomery County 
Courts, and were discharged from 
custody by the late Judge Miller, 
without a word of testimony in 
their behalf, after the evidence 
against them had been submitted. 
Mow twenty-three months after 
then- acquutal, the three, who un- 
doubtedly have been under a cloud 
ot suspicion, despite their release, 
at last have their names cleared 
oy the confession of two other 
men that they were the slayers of 
policeman Francis. X. Roy, of the 
Lower Merion Police Depart- 
ment. ' 

McCroury is in a position, also, 
to speak with authority on the 
misery that may be caused by a 
mistaken identity. For he was 
positively identified, by the mur- 
dered man, as one of his slayers, 
the identification being made in a 
written statement, just before 
death ended the victim's suffer- 
ings. 

Judge Quashed Indictment. 

The trial of McCroury, himself a 
policeman; Burkholder and Stew- 
<"'!> t»e latter a Government Post 
Office clerk, was one of the most 
sensational in the criminal history 
ot Montgomery county. It was 
one of the rare occasions where 
a Judge takes the responsibility of 
quashing a murder indictment re- 
moving it in the midst of a trial, 
from the hands of a jury. 

It was not merely the ending 
of the case that was sensational : 
it was hedged about with unusual 
leatures from start to finish. 

Roy was slain and his fellow- 
officer, Albert Miller, wounded in 
the leg when they went to inves- 
tigate the alleged burning of a Ku 



Klux Klan cross on the night of 
July 3, 1924. 

It was alleged that they were 
fired upon after they called "Wait 
a minute" to several shadowy fig- 
ures.

Investigation led to the ques- 
tioning of McCroury, and later to 
formal charges of murder against 
him and the other two men. They 
were arraigned before Judge Mil- 
ler for trial on November 20, 1924 
alter being indicted by the Grand' 
J"ry. 

Dead Man's Statement Fails. 
The Commonwealth centred its 
case upon a statement made and 
signed by Officer Roy, just before 
his death, in which he positively 
identified McCroury as one of the 
men in the group from which the 
fatal shots were fired. 

The Commonwealth sought to 
introduce this death-bed statement 
into the evidence, and the Court 
took the question under advise- 
ment over night. On Saturday 
morning, November 22, Judge 
Miller refused to admit the state- 
ment as evidence, on the ground 
that it did not meet the legal re- 
quirement of an ante-mortem 
statement. 

Deprived of this testimony, the 
Commonwealth's case became one 
of mere suspicion, and when its 
evidence had all been submitted, 
Attorney C. Townlev. Larzelere, 
representing all three of the ac- 
cused men, asked the Court to or- 
der a verdict of not guilty. 

Judge Miller did so, stating that 
men's lives should not be placed 
in jeopardy on mere suspicion. He 
discharged the men, amid a tumul- 
tuous outburst in the Court room. 
There was a general impression 
among the attorneys who attend- 
ed the trial that had the Common- 
wealth been able to introduce the 
dying statement of Roy, convic- 
tion would have been probable. 

There is another interesting 
sidelight on the question of posf- 
tiveness in identification. When 
Miller, the wounded policeman, 
was placed on the stand during 
the trial, he was able to give only 
a vague description of the men in 
the group from which the shots 
were fired, but he was positive on 
one point. He was absolutely cer- 
tain that the slayers were white 
men. 

The confessed slayers, who now 
are in jail, are both Negroes. They 
are Moses Rodgers and Horace 
Parnell. 

They have admitted firing the 
shots under the circumstances de- 
scribed so often, while they were 
running from the scene, after hav- 
ing kicked down several burning 
crosses. They apparently feared 
that their pursuers were angry 
Klansmen, not policemen.

More on Shingles. 
To the editor of "Our Town :" 

Permit me through your columns 
to express my opposition to the 
proposed ordinance which would 
greatly restrict the use of shingles 
for roofing houses outside the fire 
zone in our borough. 

It has been my privilege to reside 
in Narberth for 25 years, and with- 
in half a block of the railroad dur- 
ing all these years ; my buildings 
have all been roofed with shingles, 
and, so far, have had no trouble 
with fire on account of shingled 
roofs. 

Although the word Narberth (so 
I am informed) means "not beau- 
tiful," I contend that our town is 
a beautiful town and much of the 
artistic beauty is derived from the 
use of shingles for roofing. It does 
not seem to me worth while to sac- 
rifice the pleasing and artistic ap- 
pearance of our homes for the few 
dollars we might save by having a 
slightly lower insurance rate — as I 
see it, that would be about all the 
benefit to be derived by passing such 
an ordinance. 

With our always-efficient fire 
company, which has given ample 
protection in the past, and will con- 
tinue to do so, there is no urgent 
reason on that account for compel- 
ling the use of all sorts of vari- 
colored composition materials for 
roofing purposes. And in regard to 
our fire company, I would bespeak 
for them the whole-hearted support, 
which many of us have given them 
and which they deserve and should 
have from all our residents.
